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We have a lot to learn in this war. 

The coDtrol of the new« which people read w merely a start in 
the ppopram of winning the war. It will become neoemit to con- 
trol lidior, to ai)|)ortion raw materials, to dislriliutc products and to 
prevent waste. All these things the governiiifiit will do in the course 
of time. 

In Great Britain all these things have Iteen done. Fortunately, 
over there the will of Parliaraent is supreme, there is no constitution 
to hinder the eileot of what fhe lawmakers have the courage to pass. 
In America the case is different, our constitution will come lietween 
the government and its successlul, cftieient prosecution of the war. 
There can be little donbt but that all the things eimmerated above 
will be done, but they have to be <l(>ne without the shadow of legality 
and ia the ahade of violating our revered constitution. 

The government of America ia not framed for the lighting of a 
modern war. The states have power, which they use differently, and 
pass widely divergent laws upon the same subject. It will become ne. 
aeuary before^the war is won to sup^nt much of the power of the 
state by the authority of the federal government in order to secure 
uniformity. The point is not whether we like it, or whether we wish 
it or not, the government must establish its control over every phase 
of industrial life in order to wage war efficiently, and at present, ef- 
ficient war-making is the sole idea behind our government and its 
officers. 

The drnftint; of a million men for the army will more than dis- 
rupt the ranks of labor. S\ilistitutes for men must be found. There 
are only two sources from wliieii to expect aid, machinery and wo- 
men. Already there is talk of female street car conductors, elevator 
"boys," street cleaners, and agricultural workers. The thing will 
/some to paia. Women will leani to work and their work will ease 
the strain which will be felt when hijndreds of thousands of working 
men are taken into the line of battle. 

The use of machinery will also help replace the men who n« 
forth. Longer hours for the laborers will make four men do the 
previous wtjrk of live. The hard-earned victories of the laboring 
classes will be "suspended," for the duration of the war, although 
there is a eotiiniendablc tendency on the part of officials to do what 
they can to prevent this. The country will have to reshape its en 
tire industrial life. The present mode is passing away ,Hnd no one 
has the intelli(,'en( e to perceive what the future will produce. 

The free Anierieaii which has existed up to this time is in a state 
of coma. Our freedom has been chloformed, as it were, in order to 
make the world safe for democracy, by removing from its aurface, 
the cancerous growth of militarism. Whether the subject, suffering 
America, will regain its normal consciousness after the operation has 
been performed, is a .piestion which the doctors can answer, but one 
to which the relatives, the i)eople, have no clue.

WHY UNFAQUjY burden THE PBE88? 

No class of American business men has been harder hit by war 

conditions than the publishers of iiewspapei-s. Their increased ex. 
penses for white paper, for labor, for news collection and other "over, 
head charges" have not been compensated by increased receipts from 
circulation or adverti.sins?. The lu-wspaper pays with other enter- 
prises its income taxes, its corporation taxes, its realty taxes. It 
seeks no exemptions from common burdens incident to a time of war. 
But when it is singled out for speeial taxation, those engaged in it 
feel that they have a right to protest. 

^Why should the Senate finance committee, going over the war 
revenue bill, single out the industry that enliphtens the American 
people for taxation burdens beyond those imposed on manufacturers, 
in generalf The proposed special tax of five per cent, on newspaper 
profits and the proposed raise of twenty-five per cent, in postal 
charges ou second-class mail matter look like unfair impositions to 
the members of the American Newspaper Publishers' Association, 
and they feel that the public as well as themselves is concerned, for 
the reason that the newspapers are on the whole a very important 
benefit ^to the public, and give more freely than any other industry 
without receiving direct returns. Their voluntary assistance has 
enabled the government to sell its war bonds an to |)roeiire recruits 
for the army and the navy and has been influential in the campaign 
to secure contributions for the Ked Cross, Where would the food 
conservation movement be without the uncompensated help which it 
has received from the newspapers? Let it be remembered that the 
proposed tax on newspaper profits is not restricted to excess profits 
so-called, but a|>|>lies to all profits derived from newspapers, no mat- 
ter how small they may be considered with relation to the capital in- 
veated.— Milwaukee Evening Wisconsin.

As re-vamped the bill give tbe.Pres- 
Ident broad authority over foods, feeds 
and fuels, tbe hitter including kero- 
sene and gasoline; provides for ad- 
ministration by a food board of three 
members Instead of an individual; au- 
thorizes federal fixing of coal prices, 
requisitioning and operation of mines, 
and authorizes a minimuni guaranteed 
price of not less than |2 per bvshel (or 
wheat at primary marketa. 

The Senate prohibition seotloas, pro- 
hibiting manufacture of distilled bev- 
erages during the war and directing 
the President to buy all distilled spir- 
its in bond, was substituted for the 
House "bone dry" provision and will 
be one subject of difflculty hi confer- 
enoe.

Paris, July ea-^Anwrloana In Paria 

are Jubilant over the honora confer- 
red upon their countrymen flghtlng 
for the AUiea on the battlefield and In 
the air. The latest tributes to arouse 
the enthusiasm of the American col- 
ony has Just been paid In the Court 
of Honor of the Invalldea, where Gen- 
eral Nlex decorated aef eral American 
Boldiera. 

Bmeat Walbum, an American Tol- 
unteer of Pateraon, N. J., received 
the voted English military medal. 
He camu to Krt»nco with his brother. 
Andrew, in Aqguet, 1814. He fought 
in the Artois, at Verdun and on the 
Somme. He waa attached aa guide 
and interpreter to an Bngliah regi- 
ment in Auguat, 1916, and waa order- 
ed to lead British troops on the old 
line French trenches near Combles 
l'i)r an attack. While waiting iu the 
ilarkness tlio troo^ta came under heavy 
Are and a shell splinter lodg«Mi In 
Walborn'B knee. The Elugllsh of- 
Hcera adviaed him to go to a hos- 
pital at once, but tha American re- 
fused. He remained wiUi the Brltlah 
during the night march and fainted 
when the trenches were reached. 
Gangreen set in and hia right leg had 
to be amputated. He had already ra- 
celved the Medallle Mllltaire aqd the 
Croix de Guerre. 

Andrew Wa.lbom holda the Croix 
de Guerre anil haa bean mentioned 
in two citations. He la attll a cor- 
poral In the trenches. 

Other Americana who were dec- 
orated at Chalona aur Marne were 
Chrlatopher Charles, of lirooklyn, N. 
v.; Quy Augustint, of San Ki'anctsco; 
Arthur Barry, of Boston, Mam., and 
Ivan Nock, of Baltimore. 

The lattor'a citation quoted hhn aa 
saying, "I will not leave the battle- 
fleld till I have killed my sixth 
Boche," when wounded, after killing 
his flfth. He kept his word. 

Jamea J. Hall, member of the La- 
fayette air apuadron, erroneously re- 
ported killed, la now a patient In the 
American ambulance at Nauilly. He 
waa atruck by a bullet that pierced 
hia shoulder, but missed his lung by
